“I said to my two crews of 10 men 
to each boat: ‘Fellows, the Italian 
scout boats have been waiting for two 
years and the whole Italian navy has 
been trying to destroy Austrian ships 
for three years, Are you willing to 
risk all on a chance of obtaining glory 
and the country’s gratitude?’

Germans Issue Statement — Is 
Emphatically Denied by 
Britain 


AMSTERDAM, June 13.—-An_ ap- 
parently inspired official statement is 
published in Wedneoday’s edition of} 
the Cologne Gazette, a copy of which} 
has been received here, which seeks 
to make Great Britain responsible for 
the sinking of the hospital ship Kon- 
igen Regentes, It cites a report that 
British naval forces, including a moni- 
tor with a captive balloon, cruised 
around hospital ships in the neighbor- 
hood of the disaster. The statement 
concludes as follows: 

“The only one who can have any In- 
terest in troubling the relations be- 
tween Holland and Germany is Great 
Britain.” 

Britain Denies Statement | 

LONDON, June 13.-—With reference 
to the statement in the Cologne Ga- 
zotte concerning the Koning Regentes, 
the secretary of the British admiralty 
states that no British naval forces of 
any description were in the neighbor- 
hood of the Koningen Regentés when 
she was sunk, or at any time during 
the passage of the hospital ship.

All those several parcels of land 
that were specially reserved for so0l- 
diers after the present policy of the, 
Soldiers’ Settlament Act was decided 
upon, are being posted now and will 
be available on July 3nd, In addition | 
to the big general reservations that 
were made for the soldiers’ home- 
steads there were seyernl tracts that 
had been reserved for other purposes | 
also held for this purpose. Out west of 
Edmonton, and just east of the Rocky 
Mountain Forest Reserve eleven town- 
ships have been reserved in this man 
ner; there are also some sections down 
towards the Hydro Fleetrie power | 
plant site. There are as well several | 
other parcels where cancellations have | 
beei@made that are being reserved for | 
the soldiers, f 

‘Those soldiers who are eligible for 
homesteads may take them should! 
they so desire in these districts that 
are thus available, and such men will 
also be given the opportunity to take 
up, in the same vicinity, the quarter 
section that will coms to them as 
their grant under the act, provided | 
there {s vacant land adjoining. In order 
to give them the preference ‘in this 
respect, those soldiers thus eligible to 
get their homestead and their grant 
adjoining will be given one day extra 
in which to make their application. 
That means that all such land will be 
held one day after the homesteads are 
thrown open for the special benefit of 
the soldier who has now a homestead 
or is eligible to take up a homestead 
with vacant land adjoining which he 
may wish for his government grant. 

After the one day of grace, the lands

Worse Yet? 

London cables bring the far 
from cheering news that the critics 
think the worst of the German of- 
fensive is yet to come. There is the 
comforting reflection, however, 
that; the professional military 
critic has turned out wrong pretty 
regularly in this war—particular- 
ly the London expert who criti- 
cised insuch a way that he has not 
been fired and fined. They may be 
over-estimating the © enemy’s 
strength now, as they have been 
under-estimating it for three years 
and a half. And if they happen to 
be unfortunately right in this case, 
the Allied commanders are as well 
informed as they and have had op- 
portunity to prepare for the ex- 
pected. 


Sir George and the Boa. 

Sir George Foster says: ‘‘It gets 
my. goat to see women in the mid- 
dle of July flaunting costly furs 
on their necks, and then are no 
more to blame than many of the 
men,’’ The remark is sufficiently 
expressive of the deep mystery 
which pervades the average male 
mind regarding the subject. But 
seeing that Sir George obscures 
his own somewhat-attenuated neck 
behind a luxuriant, beard, may it 
not be that ladies, being favored 
with similar cervical regions, are 
only trying to follow his example?

If they will not 
strike a blow for their own free- 
dom the Allies can do little more 
for them than they are already 
doing by forcing the employment 
of the enemy’s forces on the wes- 
tern front. Having got themselves 
into the trouble it is for the Rus- 
sians to take the lead in getting 
themselves out. Until there is 
some evidence of a general and 
resolute purpose on the part of the 
Russian people to help themselves 
they are beyond effective help 
from their friends. 

Even the long-talked of inter- 
|vention by Japan and China in 
Siberia would be limited by dis- 
tance, and could bring no succor 
to the people in European Russia. 
They must work out their own sal- 
vation—in sacrifice, suffering and 
bloodshed—if they are to be saved, 
The nation, like the individual, 
must reap the fruits of its own 
folly.
